_ ACCIDENTS, 


The following “fatal and serious injuries” have occurred on the Boston and 
Lowell Railroad, during the year ending November 30, 1855. 

December 8, 1854.—Thomas Curtain, an Irish passenger, jumped from the 
cars, at the crossing of the Fitchburg Railroad, broke his leg, and bruised his 
head. Not fatal. . . 

May 2, 1855.—Robert Wallace, passenger, jumped from the cars, after his 
hat, which he lost off his head. Broke his shoulder blade and bruised his head. 
Not fatal. 

May 17, 1855.—David Severance, a freight-house hand, in Boston, fell under 
a heavy box which he was moving, and crushed his leg badly, but not incurably, 
nor so as to require amputation. ° 

July 11, 1855.—A little girl named Mary Muldoon, living in East Cam- 
bridge, sprang suddenly in front of a train, attempting to cross the track, and 
was killed. 

November 10, 1855.—Isaac Chase, engineman, and Edward Hinds, fireman, 
were badly scalded, in an accident to their engine, as they were passing near 
North Woburn Station—the engine being overturned by an iron rail laid upon 
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the track. Mr. Hinds died of his injuries in a few days afterwards. Mr. Chase 
survived and is convalescent. This is supposed to be.a case of malicious 
mischief.

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STATEMENT OF ACCIDENTS. 


- 


~ On the Boston and Maine Railroad for the year ending November 30, 1855. 


January 8.—As the ten o’clock A. M. train, from Salem, was starting from 
the South Reading junction station, the fireman, Charles F. Elliot, of Pepperell, 
in attempting, from the ground, ,to put down the damper of the furnace, became 
entangled in the machinery, and before the train could be stopped, lost both arms 
and one leg. He died at 3 P. M., same day. Aged 23. Married. 


January 13.—A man walking on the track a short distance below Greenwood 
station, was struck by the engine attached to the 12 A. M. train from Boston, and 
instantly killed. Name, James Langdon. 


January 30—A man named Andrew Jackson, a resident of Ballardvale, 
while walking on or near the track, a short distance above the station, was struck 
by the P. M. train from Portland, and died a short time afterward. 


February 3.—A man named Johnson, while riding ina wagon at Ferry Road 
in Bradford, was struck by the engine attached to the train from Haverhill, and 
so much injured that he died soon afterward. 


April 13.—Thomas Kerwin, an Irishman residing at Wilmington, took pas- 
sage in the first train from Lawrence. While the train was moving at its usual 
speed, just south of the Mystic River Bridge, his hat blew off, and he stepped off 
the car to recover it. He was badly bruised and stunned, and was taken to the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, where he died on Sunday morning, the 15th. 


June 26.—A girl, ten years of age, named Mary E. Welch, who resided at 
Kdgeworth, while in the act of crossing the track at that place, just after a train 
had passed towards Malden, was struck by an engine coming into Boston, and 
instantly killed. 


September 14—-A woman named Ann Griffin, was struck by the engine 
attached to the Northern in train, and injured so severely that she died in a few 
minutes. ‘The accident happened between Stoneham and Greenwood. 


September 29.—An Irishman, named Michael Gilligin, was killed at Edge- 
worth ; he was sitting on the platform at the depot and was struck by a passing 
train. 


October 8.—As the morning train from Concord and Haverhill was running 
at its usual speed, a short distance south of Wyoming station, in Melrose, a cow 
darted suddenly upon the track, in front of the engine; the force of the collision 
was so great as to throw the engine, tender, and baggage car from the track, to- 
gether with a portion of the passenger cars. Mr. Charles Richardson, of the 
Haverhill express, and Mr. E. W. Abbott, of the Andover express, were instantly 
killed. Geo. Richards, fireman, died same day by the above accident; Alfred 
Staples and John Kimball were also injured, and a Mr. Stears, also. 


October 11.—Accident at Salmon Falls, New Hampshire. The grade train, 
while backing from Rollinsford, the switch being wrong, ran on the freight track, 
and striking some freight cars, caused a collision by which an Irishman, named 
Patrick Newman, was badly injured, so that he died soon afterward. Patrick 
Cahill, who was also injured same time, died soon after. 
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November 19.—Joseph A Gilman was killed while coupling the cars at 
Durham, New Hampshire.

On the first day of January last, the trains commenced running over our road 
from the foot of Summer Street, in Boston, to™Mechaniesville, on the Norwich 
and Worcester Railroad, a distance of fifty-eight miles; but in consequence of 
the unfinished state of the road they met with frequent interruptions, and on the 
fourteenth day of July last, an injunction was served upon the company on the 
complaint of the selectmen of the town of Dorchester, requiring the discontinu- 
ance of the trains through that town until bridges were built over the public 
roads, since which time that portion of the road has not been used. On the sixth 
day of August last, the trustees, under the mortgage of the Norfolk County Rail- 
road, took possession of that portion of our road extending from Dedham to 
Blackstone.

AN INDENTURE of two parts, made and concluded this first day of March, A. D. 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, by and between the Danvers Railroad 
Company of the one part, and the Boston and Maine Railroad of the other part. 


Whereas, the said Danvers Railroad Company has a right to enter with their railroad 
upon the railroad of the said Boston and Maine Railroad at South Reading, and have 
accordingly located their said railroad, and nearly finished the same as agreed upon, 
and whereas said Danvers Railroad Company has been authorized by the Legislature 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, to lease their railroad to the Boston and 
Maine Railroad, and whereas by an indenture between said parties, dated May 30th, 
A. D, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-three, the Danvers Railroad Company 
covenanted and agreed after the completion of their railroad to execute and deliver to 
said Boston and Maine Railroad another lease of their railroad as completed, as will 
more fully appear by reference to said indenture. Now the said parties, each in con- 
sideration of the execution hereof by the other, covenant and agree as follows :-— 

First, The Danvers Railroad Company hereby lease their railroad, franchise, loca- 
tion, and property, including all tracks, depots and other property, which are now or 
may hereafter be put thereon, and their second and additional location to the Boston 
and Maine Railroad for the term of one hundred years from the said 30th day of May, 
A. D. one thousand eight hundred and fifty-three. 

Said Boston and Maine Railroad agree to pay absolutely as rent under this lease, 
seven thousand and five hundred dollars ($7,500) per annum, the said payment to be 
made semi-annually, to commence from the 30th day of November, A. D. one thous- 
and eight hundred and fifty-four, the first payment to be made on the first day of 
May, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five: and to pay contingently such 
further sum, if any, as shall ‘result from operating said railroad, upon the terms and 
in the manner hereinafter set forth. And whereas said Danvers Railroad Company 
propose to issue their promissory notes or obligations to the amount of ($125,000) 
one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars, payable in twenty years from the first 
day of March, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, with interest semi- 
- annually, for the purpose of obtaining means to be appropriated towards the satisfac- 
tion of their debts and liabilities. It is hereby further agreed by the parties hereto, 
that said Boston and Maine Railroad shall act as the agents of the said Danvers Rail- 
road Company in paying the interest thereon, and in case said Danvers Railroad 
Company shall fail to seasonably provide the means to pay, and pay as the same be- 
comes due, the semi-annual interest upon said notes or obligations so to be issued, and 
pay and cancel any coupons which may be given therefor, to the holders thereof, 
including any held by said Boston and Maine Railroad, that then and thereupon said 
interest or coupons shall be at once paid by the said Boston and Maine Railroad, with- 
out any demand on said Danvers Railroad Company, to said holders from out the rent 
due or to grow due under this lease, and such payment shall be deemed a payment to 
said Danvers Railroad Company under this lease, and be chargéable thereto, with in- 
terest in case such rent shall not be then due. And it is further agreed between the 
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parties hereto that in case said Danvers Railroad Company shall fail to pay to the 
holders of such notes or obligations the principal sum or amount thereof, or to cancel 
such notes or obligations at maturity, that then and thereupon the said Boston and 
Maine Railroad shall at once advance and pay from out the absolute and contingent 
rents and payments to grow due during the residue of the term of this lease, the whole 
amount or principal of said notes, including all those held by said Boston and Maine 
Railroad, which payments shall be deemed a payment in advance of said rents and 
other payments to said Danvers Railroad Company, and be chargeable thereto with 
interest semi-annually, until the amount so advanced shail be repaid; and, until such 
repayment, said rents and payments shall all be applied to the repayment of said Boston 
and Maine Railroad. And for the purpose of securing said Boston and Maine Rail-. 
road complete reimbursement for said advance and interest, said Danvers Railroad 

Company shall deliver of the promissory notes or obligations thus to be issued by it, 
notes to the amount of (45,000) five thousand dollars, to be by said Boston and Maine 
Railroad held, and with the interest thereon accumulated and invested semi-annually 
at six per cent., as it accrues, as security for said advance so to be made as aforesaid. 

And for the purpose of affording security to the holders of said notes or obligations, 
it is further agreed, that said Boston and Maine Railroad shall, by an appropriate 
agreement, indorsed or written upon each of said notes, promise to pay, advance and 
apply said rents to the payment of the principal and interest of said notes in manner 
as aforesaid. ’ 

Said Boston and Maine Railroad shall render annually, within one month after the 
Boston and Maine Railroad make up their annual accounts, to the said Danvers Rail- 
road Company, so far as is practicable, a true and detailed account of all its expenses 
in operating and maintaining said railroad, and of its receipts from the business done 
thereon ; and if, at any time of rendering such account, it shall appear that said Boston 
and Maine Railroad have received more than the amount they shall have paid as 
above, including rent, such amount shall be deemed additional rent payable under 
this lease. . 

- And the expenses of maintaining and operating the said Danvers Railroad, as above, 
shall be reckoned per mile run by trains at the same rate it costs the said Boston and 
Maine Railroad for the current year per mile run for operating and maintaining their 
own railroad and branches, including said Danvers Railroad, unless, and so far as the 
President of the Western Railroad Company for the time being shall certify in writing 
to said parties that such sum is more or less than the actual cost of so operating and 
maintaining said Danvers Railroad, when the actual cost so certified by him is to be 
taken 3 and for such purpose said President of the Western Railroad Company shall 
have full and free access to the books of accounts of the Boston and Maine Railroad. 

Said Boston and Maine Railroad agree to operate and maintain so as reasonably to 
accommodate the public the said Danvers Railroad, and to pay all the expenses of so 
operating and maintaining said railroad, and are to have all the benefits of, and to 
perform all the obligations of the Danvers Railroad Company, under and by virtue of 
a contract between the Newburyport Railroad Company, and the Danvers and George- 
town Railroad Company of one part, and the Danvers Railroad Company of the 
other part, dated May 27th, A. D. 1858. 

Said Boston and Maine Railroad agree to draw over their own Railroad and every por- 
tion between said South Reading and Boston, the trains of the Danvers Railroad Com- 
pany and the trains of the Danvers and Georgetown Railroad Company mentioned in 
said contract, dated May 27th, 1853, promptly and speedily, and to charge for freight 
and passengers as favorably as they do to any other railroad company running its trains 
over their railroad, regard being had to all the circumstances, and on as favorable terms 
as said Danvers Railroad Company agrees in said contract, dated May 27th, A. D. 
1853, to draw the trains of the Newburyport and the Danvers and Georgetown Rail- 
road Companies. And itis further agreed that the amount of fares received from 
passengers and freight going over both the Boston and Maine and the Danvers Rail- 
roads shall be considered as earned pro rata per mile travelled over, and shall be 
accordingly apportioned in settlement. 

It is further agreed that said Danvers Railroad Company shall continue their organ- 
ization so far as shall be necessary to maintain their legal existence and receive their 
rents and pay out their dividends, and do all necessary legal acts; and the expenses of 
the same, to the amount of one hundred dollars per annum, and no more, shall be 
borne by the Boston and Maine Railroad, and be considered a part of the expenses of 
operating* the said Danvers Railroad; provided, however, that if Ly any subsequent

acts of the Legislature the actual expense and trouble of maintaining such organization 
shall be increased, then the amount so to be borne therefor by the said Boston and 
Maine Railroad shall be increased proportionally. 

_ Said-Danvers Railroad Company shall finish the construction of said Danvers Rail- 
road, according to the terms of the indenture of May 30th, A. D. 1853, above referred 
to, and the same shall be deemed completed when James Hayward of Boston, Joseph 
W. Cunningham of Seekonk, and Simeon Borden of Fall River, or a majority of them, 
shall certify in writing to said parties that said railroad has been completed as provided 
above; and said Hayward shall at all times have liberty to inspect the Books and 
Contracts of said Danvers Railroad Company, and to examine the work and materials 
on their railroad while in process of completion.

THIS INDENTURE, made and concluded this fourteenth day of July, eighteen a 

hundred and fifty-five, by and between the Eastern Railroad Company, party of the ; 

first part, and the Boston and Maine Railroad, party of the second part, (both of 

said parties being corporations) witnesseth :— : 

Said parties, in order, as far as possible, to promote both the public interest and 3 

their own, by providing for the public accommodation at the least expense, do, each 9

in consideration thereof and of the execution of this indenture by the other, agree 
with each other as follows :— 

Article First. Each party, which shall do in whole or in partany business herein defined 
to be the proper business of the other, shall refund to the other party all its receipts 
therefrom, after deducting the expense of doing said business, said expenses to be esti- 
mated as follows, viz. :—at three quarters of a cent per mile carried for every passen- 
ger or ton of freight, with twenty cents per ton for depot charges on each ton of freight, 
and no allowance i is to be made for any payment to other roads for use of, or risk of 
ears, or for other services. 

Provided, however, that if either party shall refuse or unreasonably neglect to pro- 
vide accommodation for any portion of its proper business as herein defined, and thus 
force it on the road of the other party, then the business so received, shall be consid- 
ered as the proper business of the party which receives it, and such latter party shall 
retain the whole of the receipts therefrom. 

Article Second. ‘The business between Boston (as one terminus) and cither of the 
following towns, to wit: Chelsea, Saugus, Lynn, Salem, Beverly, Ipswich, Newbury- 
port, Hampton, Greenland, and Portsmouth, and all places lying on or southeasterly 
of this line of towns as the other terminus, shall be considered (for the purposes of 
this agreement) as the proper business of the said Eastern Railroad Company, andthe 
business between Boston (as one terminus) and either of the following towns, to wit: 
Malden Centre, Melrose, South Reading, Reading, Andover, Lawrence, North Ando- 
ver, Bradford, East Kingston, Exeter, Newmarket, Durham, Dover, Great Falls, 
(Somersworth,) Salmon Falls, and South Berwick Village, and all places lying on or 
northwesterly of this line of towns (as the other terminus) shall be considered (for the 
purposes of this agreement) as the proper business of said Boston and Maine Railroad. 
And.any voluntary arrangement hereafter made or renewed by either party designed 
to bring to its own road, or any part of it, without the consent of the other party, 
any of the business thus specified as the proper business of the other, shall be con- 
sidered as a violation of this indenture. 

And it is understood that both roads shall codperate to avoid a reduction of fares by 
which either road would be injured in its own proper business. And in construing this 
and the next article, Charlestown, and Somerville, are to be considered as a part of 
Boston, and no business is included which does not start from or come to Boston, 
Charlestown or Somerville. 

Article Third. ‘The business between Boston as one terminus and either of the 
following places, to wit: South Malden, East Malden, (or Maplewood station) and 
South Danvers station, shall (for the purposes of this agreement) be considered as the 
proper business of the said Kastern Railroad Company.

ARYICLES OF AGREEMENT made and executed this first day of November, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and fifty-three, by and between the Fitchburg Railroad 
Company of the first part, and the Marlborough Branch Railroad Company of the 
second part. 


‘Whereas the Marlborough Branch Railroad Company have been incorporated with 
power to locate, construct and Maintain a Branch Railroad, as is set forth in their Act 
of Incorporation, and are about to construct and build said Branch Railroad from 
some point in the Lancaster and Sterling Branch of the Fitchburg Railroad, in the vil- 
lage of Feltonville, so called, in the town of Marlborough, to some convenient point 
near the East or West Parish in the said town of Marlborough. 

Now, therefore, it is hereby covenanted and agreed by and between said Marlbo- 
rough Branch Railroad Company and said Fitchburg Railroad Company, as follows :— 

The said party of the first part, in consideration of the covenants and agreements of 
the said party of the second part hereinafter recited, do covenant and agree to and with 
said party of the second part, that, upon the completion of said Branch Railroad by the 
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said party of the second part, so that the same shall be in a suitable and proper condi- 
tion to be used and run, the said Branch Railroad to havea rail of at least fifty pounds 
to the yard, and to be duly provided with depots, water tanks, engine and car houses, 
turn-tables, turnouts, fences, and such other appurtenances as may be necessary to put 
said Branch Railroad in a suitable and proper condition to be run to the reasonable 
satisfaction of Jacob Foster, Esq., now President of said party of the first part, and in 
case of his refusal, or inability to act, then of the then acting President of said party 
of the first part, said Branch Railroad to be built according to the plans and profiles 
prepared by William B. Stearns, Engineer ; that then and thereupon the said party of 
the first part will, at their own cost and expense, equip and run said Branch Railroad 
upon the following terms :— 

First. That they will provide cars, engines, and all necessary and proper running 
equipments suitable for doing the business of said Branch Railroad, and will equip, 
run and maintain said Branch Railroad forand during the period of thirty years there- 
after. 

Second. That they will collect and receive all the income and receipts of all busi- 
ness of said Branch Railroad during said period, and furnish and provide suitable and 
proper agents and servants to run the said Railroad, and to collect and receive the in- 
come and receipts thereof, and also all the receipts and income, in which, by the terms 
of this agreement, the said party of the second part is interested, and generally to 
attend to all the business done upon said Branch Railroad. 

Third. That they will keep a correct and accurate account of all business done upon 
said Branch Railroad, and of all business in. regard to which said party of the second 
part is interested, under and by virtue of this agreement, and of all the receipts and 
income thereof, to be from time to time submitted to the inspection of the Dirctors of 
said party of the second part, or any of them, as said Directors or any of them may 
desire, reasonable notice thereof being first given to the President of the said party of 
the first part. And said party of the first part will also keep a record of such statistics 
in regard tosaid Branch Railroad, to be furnished to any of the officers of said party of 
the second part requiring the same, as may be necessary to furnish this Common- 
wealth with such information as by law said party of the second part, or any of its 
officers, may be bound to furnish, 

Fourth. That they will keep and maintain said Branch Railroad during all said 
period in good order and condition, and, at the end of said period of thirty years, will 
deliver up said Branch Railroad and every part thereof, and all the buildings and estate 
of said party of the second part used by the said party of the first part in running 
said road, in good order and condition, reasonable wear and tear of said buildings, and 
damage to said buildings by accidental fire, or other inevitable accidents only excepted. 
It being understood, however, that said party of the first part shall not be liable for 
the depreciation of any of the rails, or sleepers, or bridges upon said Branch Railroad 
at the termination of this contract, provided the same are then in a suitable condition 
for present use, and would not, in the ordinary and reasonable management of the 
repairs of a Railroad, require to be then replaced or repaired. 

Fifth. That they will indemnify and save harmless the said party of the second 
part of and from all loss, cost and damage of every description, by reason of any acci- 
dent or injury to any person or property, during said thirty years, in consequence or 
by reason of the condition of said Branch Railroad and its equipments, or any part 
thereof, or of any engine, car or other vehicle run thereon, or of the manner or mode 
in which the same or either of them were being kept, used, managed, or run, or of the 
conduct of any of the persons having charge of the same, or any part thereof. 

Sixth. That they will pay over to the said party of the second part, upon all busi- 
ness coming during said period of thirty years, to and from the following stations, or 
either of them, to be established on the line of said Marlborough Branch Railroad, to 
wit: the station at the upper or southerly terminus of said Branch Railroad and the 
station near Hollis W. Tayntor’s Mill Pond, but upon no other business, as follows : 
They will pay over to said party of the second part one half the gross amount received 
for the transportation of any and all such business over the said Marlborough Branch 
Railroad, or any part thereof, and over the Lancaster and Sterling Branch Railroad, or 
any part thereof, if any such business shall be carried thereover, and over the Fitch- 
burg Railroad, or any part thereof, if any such business shall be carried thereover ; 
provided, however, that if any such business shall be carried upon anygother road 
beside said three roads, the said party of the second part. shall be entitled to no portion 
of the amount received for such additional transportation over such other road, 
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although, by reason of any arrangement with other parties, the said party of the first 
part shall collect as well the amount received for such additional transportation over 
such other road, as for carrying said business over said three roads. And that on the 
first Monday in January in each and every year during said period of thirty years, 
they will render to said party of the second part an account of all business done by 
them during the preceding year terminating on the first day of December then last 
past, in regard to which the said party of the second part are entitled to receive, under 
this agreement, any portion of the receipts therefor, and will thereupon pay to said 
party of the second part such portion of their share of the gross income for said year, 
ending on said first day of December, as shall then have been collected and received, 
and the remaining portion thereof as fast as collected. 

Seventh. That, during said period of thirty years, there shall be but two stations es- 
tablished on said Marlborough Branch Railroad, to wit: one station at the upper or 
southerly terminus of said road, and the other station near the said mill pond, and no 
business shall be done on said Branch Railroad during said period, except to and from 
said two stations, or either of them, unless by the written assent of both parties hereto. 

Eighth. That, during said period of thirty years, they will run daily over said Rail- 
road to and from Boston, the same number of passenger trains run by them over the 
Lancaster and Sterling Branch Railroad, or any part thereof, and that the first morning 
passenger train from Marlborough to Boston and the last evening passenger train from 
Boston to Marlborough shall be run through without any change of cars or baggage, 
except in cases of accident. And the said party of the second part, in consideration 
of the covenants and agreements of the said party of the first part herein recited, do 
covenant and agree to and with said party of the first part, as follows : 


First. That they will continue to keep up their organization, and that the said 
party of the first part, well and truly performing the conditions and covenants, on 
their part to be kept and performed, they will permit the said party of the first part to 
run and control said Branch Railroad for the said period of thirty years; and to that 
end to take and keep possession during said period, to commence as aforesaid, of said 
Branch Railroad and its appurtenances, including the depots and other buildings used 
in connection therewith, without any let or hinderance on the part of said party of 
the second part, and that said party of the second part will construct, at their own cost 
and expense, any gate, bridge, or other structure required by law to be constructed on 
said Branch Railroad, during said period ; provided, however, that the expense of every 
person required to tend any such gate, bridge or structure, or required at any crossing 
on said Branch Railroad, shall be borne by the said party of the first part. 

Second. That the said party of the first part shall be entitled to collect the income 
of said Branch Railroad, and shall have and retain all the income derived during said 
period from the passengers and freight passing over said Railroad, not hereinbefore 
agreed to be paid by them to the said party of the second part. And the rates of fare, 
freight and toll charged on passengers and freight going over any part of the said 
Marlborough Branch Railroad shall be fixed by the said party of the first part, but 
_ shall not exceed the rates per mile to be charged for like distances on passengers and 

similar freight, which shall be carried between Feltonville on said Lancaster and 
Sterling Branch Railroad, and any point on said Lancaster and Sterling Branch or 
Fitchburg Railroad, excepting, however, the article of ice in regard to which said party 
of the first part may charge any rate they may deem advisable. This provision in 
regard to rates of fare, freight and toll, is made subject to any legal provisions regulating 
the same. 

Third. That if, at any time during said thirty years, the said party of the first part 
shall elect to purchase the said Branch Railroad and its appurtenances, including all 
depots and other buildings used therewith, with the land under the same and used 
therewith, then belonging to said party of the second part, and all the property of the 
party of the second part thefein, and to pay therefor the actual cash cost of the same, 
exclusive of all discounts and charges for interest, that then and thereupon the said 
party of the second part shall, if the assent of the legislature of this Commonwealth 
can be thereto obtained, sell, assign, transfer and convey to said party of the first part, 
all such property upon the payment.by them of the actual cash cost, as aforesaid, of 
said property, and that this agreement shall be, upon such sale and conveyance being 
completed, at an end, and the said parties shall thereupon settle all the past business 
done up@p said Railroad under and in pursuance of this agreement, and not then 
settled, and shall divide the gross income of said Branch Railroad down to the time 
of said sale and conveyance, upon the basis hereinbefore set forth. 
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Fourth. That if the said party of the first part shall at any time during said thirty 
years elect to give up this agreement and make a new contract for equipping and run- 
ning said Branch Railroad for the then remaining portion of said thirty years, in which 
said contract all the foregoing covenants of the said party of the first part shall be in- 
serted, except that providing for the payment to said party of the second part of 
half the grossincome of said business, and shall also contain an agreement that the said 
party of the first part will pay the said party of the second part, for their share of the 
income of said Branch Railroad, six per cent. per annum upon the actual cash cost, as 
aforesaid, of said Branch Railroad and its appurtenances, including therewith the 
buildings and land aforesaid, that then and thereupon they will make such contract 
with said party of the first part, and this agreement shall thereupon be terminated and 
a settlement shall be made of all the gross income of said Branch Railroad up to that 
time, and the share of such income belonging to the party of the second part under 
this agreement shall be then paid them. 

And it is further covenanted and agreed between said parties, that if, during the ex- 
istence of this contract, it shall become necessary in the prosecution of the said busi- 
ness on the Marlborough Branch Railroad that additional buildings should be erected, 
and land procured therefor, and that additional turnouts and side tracks should be laid 
near said stations on said road, the same shall be built, procured and laid, respectively, 
by the said party of the second part at their own cost and expense. 

And itis further covenanted and agreed between said parties, that if, during the 
existence of this contract, any of the depots or other buildings erected by said party of 
the second part on the line of their said road and used by said party of the first part 
under this contract, shall be destroyed or injured by accidental fire, whether caused by 
locomotives or otherwise, or other inevitable accidents, that the same shall be forth- 
with rebuilt or repaired by the said party of the second part, at their own cost and 
expense. .

CASUALTIES IN THE YEAR ENDING NovemMBeER 30, 1855. 


December 19, 1854.—Edmund O’Neal, brakeman on express freight train, while 
in the act of taking his station on the train at Worcester, fell between the cars 
which passed over his thigh. He died in about three hours. 

December 26.—Stephen Woodworth, an engineer on the Boston and Worcester 
Railroad, while on an engine attached to the express freight train on this road, 
and when near Thompson station, was instantly killed by being thrown from the 
engine on to the track, in consequence of the engine parting from the tender, 
caused by the connecting pin working out; the entire train, with the tender, passed 
over his body. : 

April 28, 1855.—A son of Mr. Cole, of Greenville, standing on the track at 
Cameron’s Crossing, so called, while an extra train was backing towards Norwich, 
caught his foot between the rail and crossing plank, and before he could extricate 
it, the train had passed and severed his foot near the ankle. He is alive and well. 

August 20.—William Young, brakeman on express freight train, was instantly 
killed at about half past twelve o’clock, this A. M. at Worcester. He is supposed 
to have fallen between the cars while passing forward to signalize the engineer. 
A part of the train passed over his body.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General Court assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows :— 


Sxct. 1. The annual reports now by law required from the directors of the several 
railroad corporations within this Commonwealth shall hereafter be by them trans- 
mitted to the Secretary of the Commonwealth, on or before the thirty-first day of 
December in each year. The said Secretary shall, as soon as may be after receiving 
the said reports, cause three thousand copies to be printed as Document Number Two 
of the Senate, and shall sumbit the same to the Legislature at as early a period of its 
annual session as may be practicable. The Secretary shall also prepare, and cause to 
be printed with and attached to the reports, a brief abstract thereof, showing the lead- 
ing statistics of the several railroads in form, as follows, together wie such other in- 
formation as he may deem useful :— 
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Debt. : 





Sect. 2. Every railroad corporation, as aforesaid, neglecting to comply with the 
provisions of the first section of this act, shall forfeit to the use of the Commonwealth, 
to be recovered by the treasurer thereof, fifty dollars for each and every day’s neglect. 


Sect. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed.

MEMORANDUM OF AN AGREEMENT made and entered into by and between the Agri- 
cultural Branch Railroad Company of the first part, and the Boston and Worcester 
Railroad Corporation of the second part, this first day of December, A. D, eighteen 
hundred and fifty-five, viz. :— 


Whereas, by an Act of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, passed in the year 
eighteen hundred and fifty-three, chapter 185, the party of the first part were author- 
ized to lease their road to the party of the second part, and the party last named were 
authorized to guarantee to the party of the first part the payment of dividends on the 
whole, or any part of their capital stock.’ And whereas, by a contract between the 
parties, dated the twenty-third day of April, A. D. 1853, an agreement for such 
lease, and for such guaranty in part was entered into, to be executed on the completion 
of the first section of the road of the party of the first part. 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the powers conferred by the Act aforesaid, ak of 
the agreement aforesaid, the party of the first part doth hereby lease, demise and let- 
to the party of the second part, the section of their road called the First Section, ex- 
tending from its junction with the Boston and Worcester Railroad in Framingham, 
to Northborough, to have the sole and exclusive right to hold and use the same with 
the appurtenances thereof, for the term of twenty years from the first day of Decem- 
ber, A. D. 1855, with all its lands, privileges, buildings, easements, appurtenances. 
and franchise, so far as may be necessary for the full use and enjoyment thereof, to 
work and use the same, with such other rights or improvements as the first party 
may acquire as appurtenant or belonging to said First Section. 

And the party of the first part doth further stipulate and agree with the party of 
the second part, during the continuance of said term, to fulfil all the statute require- 
ments and legal obligations as an independent Corporation, and to preserve its rights 
and charter for the use and enjoyment thereof by the party of the second part. 

The party of the second part, in consideration of the premises, covenants and agrees 
on their part, to take, hold and use the said section of road aforesaid, for and during 
the term of twenty years aforesaid, and to run such trains thereon as they may deem 
advisable, not less, however, than two daily trains each way; to keep full and just 
accounts of all receipts and earnings thereon, and make up and render semi-annual 
accounts of such receipts and earnings, and as rent for the use of said road, to pay to 
the party of the first part one-third part of the gross earnings thereof, including all 


joint business of the two roads, originating or terminating on said section of road, 


except to or from the station at Framingham Centre, the joint receipts for business of 
that station being held and regarded as the business of the party of the second part, 
exclusively; provided, however, that the amount so to be paid annually shall not ex- 
ceed six per cent. on the capital stock, or cost of said section. 

And the party of the second part further agree for the considerations aforesaid 
pay to the party of the first part such sum as, in addition to the amount aforesaid, 
shall be sufficient to make a dividend of six per cent. on a portion of their stock to 
be issued as hereinafter provided, as guaranteed stock, (which guaranteed stock is not 
to exceed the amount of sixty thousand dollars) during the term aforesaid. 

In order to ascertain the amount to be paid under this last covenant, the party of 
the first part shall issue stock of their road, not exceeding sixty thousand dollars, to 
be called guaranteed stock, and they shall render a true and exact account of the entire 
cost of said first section of their road, and the amount which the sum paid to them, as 
one-third of the earnings as aforesaid would pay, as a dividend on said entire cost, 
including the said guaranteed stock; and such dividends being ascertained, the party 
of the second part shall pay to the party of the first part a sum sufficient to make up 
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the dividend on said guaranteed stock, in addition to the equal part of the dividend 
aforesaid, to three per cent. semi-annually. 

The additional sum so paid by the party of the second part shall be held by the 
party of the first part, as a trust for the payment of dividends to the holders of said 
guaranteed stock, and for no other purpose whatever. But the payment of said sum 
to the Treasurer of the party of the first part, or other party authorized to receive the 
same on their behalf, shall be a full discharge of the obligation of the party of the 
second part, so that they may be under no liability to see to its application, or account 
for it otherwise to any other party whatever.

AcciDENTsS oN Boston ann Marne Raitroap, 1856. 


January 2d.—On the arrival of the Portland train at Boston at seven and a-half 
P. M., a man was found lying on the engine, in front of the boiler, badly injured. 
He was taken to the Hospital, where he died during the night. It was afterward 
ascertained that his name was Patrick Powers, and that he resided in Melrose. 

January 25th—Thomas Hayes, fireman, had his foot so badly crushed that 
amputation was deemed necessary, by the engine being thrown from the track, 
near Madbury Station, in consequence of snow. He afterwards died. 5 

April 7th.—A. O. Kendall, brakeman on freight train, was so seriously injured 
while shackling cars at Ballard Vale, that he died in a short time. His age was 
21 years. 

May 12th—Mrs. Mary Wollinger, while attempting to leave the train after it 
had started from the Andover Station, was thrown under the wheels, crushing both 
legs so badly that amputation was necesssary,. 
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June 11th.— A brakeman, named C. O. Raymond, employed on the Great Falls 
freight train, while engaged about the train at Newton, caught his foot in the rail, 
—was thrown down and so badly injured that he died the next Sunday. 


September 4th—As the morning train from Medford was approaching Park 
Street Station, a lady, Mrs. Dexter Loud, of Abington, either was in the act of 
stepping down from the platform on to the track, or had approached too near the 
edge of the platform, when her dress was caught upon the step of the engine and 
she was dragged under the wheels, injuring her so that she died in a few hours. 


September 11th—The first passenger train from Lawrence was thrown from the 
track, near Reading, by the breaking of one of the tender axles. The baggage 
car contained about twenty laborers employed by the Railroad, many of whom 
were badly bruised. One man, named Richard Burns, was killed instantly; Morris 
Leonard died in a few minutes. Three others were carried to the Hospital, two 
of whom, A. S. Keyes and Martyn, afterward died. 





September 11th—A man, named A. Roundy, while walking on or crossing the 
track at Somerville, near the bridges, was struck by an engine and killed. 


October 171th. Jeremiah Knights, brakeman on Great Falls freight train, was 
so injured, at or near Dover Station, that amputation of both legs was necessary. 
He is living and likely to recover.

MEMORANDUM OF AN AGREEMENT made and entered into by and between the Agri- 
cultural Branch Railroad Company of the first part, and the Boston and Worcester 
Railroad Corporation of the second part, this first day of December, A. D. eighteen 
hundred and fifty-five, viz.:— 


Whereas, by an Act of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, passed in the year 
eighteen hundred and fifty-three, chapter 185, the party of the first part were author- 
ized to lease their road to the party of the second part, and the party last named were 
authorized to guarantee to the party of the first part the payment of dividends on the 
whole, or any part of their capital stock. And whereas, by a contract between the 
parties, dated the twenty-third day of April, A. D. 1853, an agreement for such 
lease, and such guaranty in part was entered into, to be executed on the completion 
of the first section of the road of the party of the first part. 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of the powers conferred by the Act aforesaid, and of 
the agreement aforesaid, the party of the first part doth hereby lease, demise and let 
to the party of the second part, the section of their road called the First Section, ex- 
tending from its junction with the Boston and Worcester Railroad in Framingham, 
to Northborough, to have the sole and exclusive right to hold and use the same with . 
the appurtenances thereof, for the term of twenty years from the first day of Decem- 
ber, A. D. 1855, with all its lands, privileges, buildings, easements, appurtenances 
and franchise, so far as may be necessary for the full use and enjoyment thereof, to 
work and use the same, with such other rights or improvements as the first party 
may acquire as appurtenant or belonging to said First Section. 

And the party of the first part doth further stipulate and agree with the party of 
the second part, during the continuance of said term, to fulfil all the statute require- 
ments and legal obligations as an independent Corporation, and to preserve its rights 
and charter for the use and enjoyment thereof by the party of the second part. 

The party of the second part, in consideration of the premises, covenant and agree 
on their part, to take, hold and use the said section of road aforesaid, for and during 
the term of twenty years aforesaid, and to run such trains thereon as they may deem 
advisable, not less, however, than two daily trains each way; to keep full and just 
accounts of all receipts and earnings thereon, and make up and render semi-annual 
accounts of such receipts and earnings, and as rent for the use of said road, to pay to 
the party of the first part one-third part of the gross earnings thereof, including all 
joint business of the two roads, originating or terminating on said section of road, 
except to or from the station at Framingham Centre, the joint receipts for business of 
that station being held and regarded as the business of the party of the second part, 
exclusively; provided, however, that the amount so to be paid annually shall not ex- 
ceed six per cent. on the capital stock, or cost of said section. 

And the party of the second part further agree for the considerations aforesaid, to 
pay to the party of the first part such sum as, in addition to the amount aforesaid, 
shall be sufficient to make a dividend of six per cent. on a portion of their stock to 
be issued as hereinafter provided, as guaranteed stock, (which guaranteed stock is not 
to exceed the amount of sixty thousand dollars) during the term aforesaid. 

In order to ascertain the amount to be paid under this last covenant, the party of 
the first part shall issue stock of their road, not exceeding sixty thousand dollars, to 
be called guaranteed stock, and they shall render atrue and exact account of the entire 
cost of said first section of their road, and the amount which the sum paid to them, as 
one-third of the earnings as aforesaid would pay, as a dividend on said entire cost, 
including the said guaranteed stock; and such dividend being ascertained, the party . 
of the second part shall pay to the party of the first part a sum sufficient to make up 
the dividend on said guaranteed stock, in addition to the equal part of the dividend 
aforesaid, to three per cent. semi-annually. 

The additional'sum so paid by the party of the second part shall be held by the 
party of the first part, as a trust for the payment of dividends to the holders of said 
guaranteed stock, and for no other purpose whatever. But the payment of said sum 
to the Treasurer of the party of the first part, or other party authorized to receive the 
same on their behalf, shall be afull discharge of the obligation of the party of the 
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second part, so that they may be under no liability to see to its application, or account 
for it otherwise to any other party whatever. 

The party of the second part further agree to keep the said section of road in 
good repair during said term, and surrender the same after the expiration of the term, 
in as good order and condition, reasonable use, wear and decay thereof excepted, as it 
was received by them, or as it may be put in by the lessors.

December 21, 1855.—A man named Dolan, who was walking on the track near 
Lynn, was struck by the engine, and so badly injured that he died i in 1 about an 
hour afterwards. 

January 31, 1856.—The train from Portsmouth was thrown from the track near 
Wenham, by the breaking of a wheel on the engine. Some of the passengers 
were slightly bruised, but none were materially injured. 

May 12.—A man named Allen, in the employ of the Company, while at work 
on the bridge near South Malden, was run over by the passenger train. One leg 
was badly crushed, and he died the same night. 

June 10.—A man named Christian, attempted to get on board the cars, at the . 
Essex Railroad crossing in Salem, but missed his footing and fell, so that the 
cars passing over him, taking off one arm and badly crushing his feet. He died 
the same night. 

June 21.—A little girl, in attempting to pass between the cars at Salem, was 
caught between the bunters, and instantly crushed to death. 

July 30.—A man named Gavett; who was standing on the platform of the car, 
as the train was approaching Salem, fell off, and was somewhat bruised, but not 
fatally injured. 

August 15.—A girl named Cummings, walking on the track near Salem, was 
struck by the train, and so badly injured that she died the same day.

No passenger has been injured on this road. Soon after the line opened, a boy 
lost his hold on the window sills, outside the car, and fell with one leg on the 
track ; the wheel passed over it, and broke it. More recently, a boy run after a 


~ car in motion, and jumping on and off, suddenly was struck by a carriage, which 


was passing at the moment. 


REMARKS. 


The first assessment of ten per cent. was Jaid in April, and paid on the twelfth 
of that month. The road was not fully located until July of this year. The con- 
struction of the track was commenced on the thirty-first day of the same month. 
Up to the present month, the road has been built through the following streets, 
and between the following named points, viz. :— 

From the “Granary Burying Ground,” in Tremont Streets Boston, through the 
said street, by a double track, to the intersection of Boylston with Tremont Street 3 
thence by single track, through Boylston and ‘Washington to Dover Street; thence 
by double track through the Washington Streets of Boston and Roxbury, to the 
intersection of Bartlett and Washington Streets in the latter named city ; thence 
by asingle track to the Norfolk House, in Elliot Square, Roxbury. From this 
last named intersection to Elliot Square, the track is laid, but the road way is not 
completed. From the Norfolk House, a short piece of single track is built, be- 
yond said house, across one side of Elliot Square, to the junction of Highland

and Centre Streets, with said Square. From the Norfolk House, through Dudley 
Street and Bartlett Street, a single track is laid to the post-office in Roxbury, 
and thence to the before mentioned intersection of Washington and Bartlett 


Streets, a double track is laid. In Boston, from the intersection of Tremont with — 
Boylston Street, a single track is Jaid through Tremont, and over Tremont Ave- 


nue to the intersection of Dover Street, thence up Dover Street to the double track 
at the intersection of Dover and Washington Streets. 


In Roxbury, from the intersection of Eustis with Washington Street, a single 


track is laid through Eustis-to Davis Street, thence through Davis to Dudley, and 
thence through said street to the Dorchester line. There are five connections be- 
tween the track on the double track main line. The rails used by this Company 
are made of cast iron; they are grooved seven-eighths of an inch in depth 
This is the first road ever built with a cast iron rail (certainly in this country), or 
with so shallow a groove. The effect of frost, and of the wear and tear on the 
rail, are yet to be ascertained. Until the equipment of the road has been tested 
through several seasons, no estimate for depreciation can be made with any de- 
gree of accuracy. ‘This is partly owing.to the peculiarity of the rail, and partly 


to the fact, that the cars of the Company are of a wholly new pattern, and a ton ~ 


less in weight, than ordinary horse cars.

Ir 1s AGREED between the Old Colony and Fall River Railroad Company and the 
Dorchester and Milton Branch Railroad Company, this twelfth day of January, A. D. 
1856, as follows :— 


1. The raad of the Company last named is to be operated by the Company first 
named, till the first day of January, A. D. 1857, upon the following terms. 

2. Said Old Colony and Fall River Railroad Company will operate and run the 
road of the Dorchester and Milton Branch Railroad Company, for the term of time 
above named, and will furnish freight and passenger cars, locomotives, fuel, engineers, 
conductors, ticket-masters, flagmen, brakemen and all other men and conveniences 
necessary for running said road, and also fuel and lights for the depots, It is under- 
stood, of course, that cars, and engines, shall be provided sufficient to accommodate 
all freight and passengers that shall offer, and the Old Colony and Fall River Railroad 
Company shall collect all passenger, freight, mail and express money, for all passen- 
gers, freight, mails and expresses, carried to and from all the several stations on said 
Branch Railroad, between Boston and Dorchester Upper Mills. 

38. As compensation for the running and operating said Branch Railroad, and for

January 21.—Daniel Quinlin, a native of Ireland, while walking upon the 
track near Millbury, was struck by the engine of a passenger train and instantly 
killed. 

April 10.—Charles Jenks was fatally injured at Providence, by collision of pas- 
senger train with some freight cars standing in the freight house of the Boston 
and Providence Railroad Co., caused by the misplacement of a switch by one of 
the employees of that Company. 

Thomas Ronan had both of his legs broken at the same time, but has since re- 
covered. 

May 7.—Alfred Lincoln, a brakeman on freight train, came in contact with a 
bridge at Millville, and was fatally injured, death ensuing in one week. | 

June 23.—Dennis Falvay, thrown upon the track by a runaway horse, was 
struck by an engine and fatally injured. Died in about ten days. Accident 
occurred near Providence. 

August 27.—James Barry, while walking on the track near Woonsocket, was 
struck by an engine and instantly killed. He was intoxicated. 

September 3.—F rederick Trowbridge, while walking upon the track near Wor- 
cester, was run over by a freight train and killed. 

November 26.—Joanna Brien, in attempting to get into a passenger train while 
in motion, at Albion, fell between the cars and was killed.

Railroad, and any other conecting road. The Cambridge Railroad is a “ horse” 
or “street” railroad, running from Bowdoin Square in Boston to the line between 
Cambridge and Watertown, with a branch from Harvard Square in Cambridge, 
through North Avenue. This road has been leased for the term of ten years 
from January Ist, 1856, the Union Railway Company to pay therefor, twenty-five 
thousand dollars per annum, from and after July Ist, 1856, and for the six months 
ending that day, the sum of $5,434, the road not. having been completed until near 
the close of that period. 

Cars were first run upon the Cambridge Railroad by the Unjon Railway Com- 
pany—experimentally—on the 26th of March, 1856. Omnibuses were run from 
January Ist, 1856, to the time when the cars were put upon the road.

June 28, 1856.—Horace Goddard, a brakeman upon the night freight train, was 
found dead upon the track near Warren; the verdict of jury was that he came to 
his death by accidentally falling from the train. 

August 27.—An engine of the passenger train from Albany ran over an ox and 
was thrown from the track at Becket, and Charles Nichols, the engineer, was in- 
jured so that he died September 5th. 

October 1—Thomas Lund, a passenger upon the P. M. express train from Bos- 
ton, supposed to be intoxicated, stepped from the train before it had come to a 


full stop, at West Brookfield, and fell under the wheels and had his leg jammed so _- 


that amputation was necessary, and he died under the operation. 
October 5.—The dead body of Hobart Brittan, of Hinsdale, was found upon 
the track, supposed to have been killed by the night freight train.
